SIGNALLER TOM SKEYHILL, WAR'S MOST 
FAMOUS ORATOR, ADDRESSED STUDENTS 
LAST NIGHT ON GALL IPOLI CAMPAIGN 

Heroic Soldier Poet, of Australia, Recently Raised in New York'tJity Million Dollars a Minute for 
Twenty-five Minutes for Liberty Loan — McGill only Canadian University Recognized in 
Australia— Spoke Before Provincial Parliament Yesterday— Will Return to Address Stu- 
dents Next October on "The Humour and the Poetry of the War." 




McGill students yesterday afternoon 
bad tho opportunity of hearing the 
famous Anzac soldier-poet, Signaller 
Tom Skoyhill, who spoke at Hie Un- 
ion under the auspices ofytfje McGill 
Canadian Club. Owing to the short- 
ness of "the notice given, many were 
unable to be present, but about 150 
students listened to one of the best 
addresses given here for some time. 

Signaller Skoyhill was formerly of 
the 8th Australian Infantry Battalion, 
Ansae Division, and with that uult 
served throughout the Gallipoll Cam- 
paign. He has been touring tho 
United States, speaking in the most 
important cities from the East to the 
West Wherever this gallant An- 
zac has gone he has kept his audl- 
enco spell-bound, and has been greet- 
ed with greater enthusiasm than any 
other orator which the wax has pro- 
duced. Recently, after speaking in 
the Metropolitan Opera Houso in New 
York City, in aid of the Liberty Loan, 
he raised one million dollars a min- 
ute for twenty-five minutes, which 
has been characterized by the New 
York Tribune as being "the greatest 
demonstration in the history of any 
war loan in any nation." The late 
Theodore Roosevelt, In introducing 
him at a meeting held In the Carnegie 
Hall, said: "I am prouder to be on 
the stage with Tom Skoyhill than 
with any other man I know." Skey- 
hill has been through many of the 
fiercest and bloodiest struggles of the 
war, and being twice wounded, he was 
invalided home to his native land, 
bayoneted, blind and helpless. For 
over two years ho lived in a land of 
unfathomablo darkness, and then his 
sight was partially restored by an 
operation in Washington, D.C. Tlie 
Canadian Club was, indeed, fortunate 
in hearing this eminent speaker, who 
came to Canada principally to address 
the Provincial Parliament at Quebec, 

Speaking with a representative of 
the "Daily" yesterday evening, Sig- 
naller - SkeyhlU spoke of the wonder- 
ful reputation which McGill has es- 
tablished in Australia. He mention- 
ed that universities such as Queen's 
and Toronto were practically unknown 
in his country, but that McGill is 
ranked with tho most important col- 
leges in tho United States. 

In opening his remarks yesterday 
afternoon the speaker said that the 
greatest orator could not express the 
gallant work of the Canadians in 
France and Flandera. 

He brought, he said, a message 
across the seas of good fellowship be- 
tween the colonies. Canada and Aus- 
tralia, shoulder to shoulder, blade to 
blade, had fought on and on unUl they 
had won the war and killed Prussian 
autocracy forever. War broadens the 
understanding. It blasts off the crust 
and reveals tho soul within. 

Signaller Skeyhlll pain tod a vivid 
picture of the "happy warriors" who 
went out to fight for the htfhcat 
ideals, "always singing." He described 
them as cheerful under the most de- 
pressing circumstances, and told a few 
stories illustrative of the lighter aide 
of war. A sergeant of the martinet 
type and a new recruit were -out on a 
patrol In No Man's Land. The "roolde," 
in alarm, said to the other, "Serseant. 
let's beat It, the Germans are coming 
—millions of them, Can't you hear 
them splish-sploshing through the 
mud?" The sergeant answered, "Gum, 
them's not Germans, Them's the Yanks 
—they've just got their chewini-guui 
rations." 

In paying a tribute to the poet's 
work in the war, and particularly to 
the part played by Rupert Brooke, the 
Bpeaker Btated that tho poot had al- 
ways been misrepresented. They have 
proved themsolvos in tho great strug- 
gle men of action, not mere dreamers 
j— as witneBB Gabriele d'AnnunzIo, the 
: Italian writer, whose exploits In the 
j air are well known. Alan Seegar, the 
young Amorlcan who wrote "I have a 
Rendezvous with Death." is anothor 
example of what the poot is capable 
of. To come nearer home, Llout.-Col. 
John McOrao was world famous as 
the author of "In FlandcrB KIpMs." 
and was a gallant officer as well. 
Rupert Brooke, with whom Smaller 
Skeyhlll was at tho ttmo of his death, 
was the most beautiful naturo of nil 
day. Ho enlisted at tho start of tho 



war, went to the Dardanelles, and on 
the 23rd of April, 1915, died of blood- 
poisoning, and was buried by torch- 
Might at Scyros. 

The most interesting part of the ad- 
dress then began, when the soldlor- 
poet went on to describe In glowing 
terms tho Gallipoll expedition. Never 
in tho history of mankind were men 
called upon to make such efforts in 
the face of eucb odds as we hear of in 
the story of this Immortal venture. In 
November, 1914. tho dog bit the hand 
that fed him, and Turkey declared war 
on England. The latter was asked to 
(.-rente a diversion to save Russia, who 
was hard pressed in the Carpathians, 
and It was decided to attempt to force 
the Dardanelles. 

Tho opening attack was purely a 
naval one and against the best tradi- 
tions of naval warfare, which have al- 
ways stated that ships must not at- 
tack forts without the support of 
infantry. Nevertheless, in two weeks 
the fleet had demolished three forts 
and swept tho channel clear of mine» 
for a distance of twenty miles. There 
remained the great forta of Kllid Dahr. 
which guarded the Narrows with their 
9.2 Inch howitzers. The Turks added 
to the difficulty of the attackers by 
dropping Leon torpedo nines into the 
swift current of the Narrows, to be 
carried down to the 'open sea. The 
Queen Elizabeth bombarded these forts 
from a distance of 35,ooo yards, firing 
her huge shells into the blue sky, 
across the peninsula. Sea-planes pro- 
vided tho range and acted as "spot- 
ters." But the wntreto torts wars 
proof against long-distance bombard- 
ment, and the direct firs of pre-d read- 
noughts was not much mors effective. 

In March, troops concentrated at 
Mudros and Leomos, and on the lflh 
of that month Sir Ian Hamilton took 
command, and had the Infantry attack 
taken place then, the Oalllpoli penin- 
sula would have been swept clean. 
Three elements were necessary to 
success— first, surprise; second, speed 
In landing; third, clock-like regular- 
ity of the subsequent movements. 
Food, supplies and water must all bt 
landed after the troops, as there were 
none whatever upon the peninsula. 

The second great mistake of the 
c ampalgn waa made when the trans- 
ports were loaded In England by men 
who bad no Idea of the auto of affairs. 
Between the men end the water and 
ammunition, which wars the most 
necessary things for then, waa packed 
the supplies of food. As • result, the 
sblpa had to be brought to Egypt to 
be reloaded. This brought about a de- 
lay of about three weeks. 

Meanwhile tbs naval forces attempt- 
ed to bring off a rush through the Nar- 
rows, "a cavalry charge of shrps."

radical change in the medical course at McGill haa been 
ttignitr< wi for tome time, but last week it was finally rati- 
fSdby the Corporation. This decision will put into effect one 
of that most important changes which have been undertaken for 
many tut as it means the lengthening by a year of a coarse 
oOtudyfa which practically one-third of an the students of the 
university are involved. 

Many have looked upon the matter with much disfavour and 
hMvm m«dicted results not altogether favorable. No doubt there 
a disadvantage*, but it ia fairly evident that it will be 

s u to the student and to the university. 

The average youth of towlay enters the university « the 
of seventeen or alghtssn, sad in five years makes his exit 
full-fladged Doctor of Medicine, with the absolute power to 
handle matters in which » human life is st stake. Has he, upon 
rraduavtkm at twenty-two, reached an age where such respOnsi- 
bSSet rflld be allowed to rest upon his shoulders? Another 
year's practice under the careful guidance of competent surgeons 
would do much to give him the necessary confidence and tech. 
nique Then again, it is questioned whether the youth, upon 
his matriculation, has secured a sufficiently wide basis upon 
which to build a medical training, such as is given at McGill. 
Many students entering the university, especially from the Pro- 
vince of Quebec, show a deplorable lack of fundaments! training 
in such subjects as English, Chemistry, Physics and Biology. 
The Faculty intends devoting the first year of the course to these 
subjects alone, which will ensure this necessary preliminary 
education. 

Those who look upon the course with diafsvour maintain 
that instead of lengthening.the college course, the .matriculation 
standard should be rsised. The point is well taken, but it is 
impracticsble for seversl-quite obvioun~.resaons. One. is that 
the teachers in most of the preparatory schools are incapable of 
t aching- these subjects. Then all schools are not equipped to 
teach such subjects as chemistry and biology, for which a great 
deal of laboratory apparatus is required. 

The University has men especially trained in these various 
and, moreover, it can provide the means of doing the 
practical work connected with them as well.

ships were lost and 3,000 men killed. 
Had the British on this occasion but 
persisted in their efforts they must 
have won through, for the Turks had 
exhausted their supply of ammunition. 
Only five ahells were left among seven 
forts. 

The place for landtag was decided 
upon, but the Turk* got wind of the 
attempt and prepared a "hot recep- 
tion." Cliffs 400 feet high wore oc.-u 
Pied and fortified by them; concrete 
trenches were made ready and fitted 
with machine v guns which swept the 
*eaeh beneath, while the water was 
tilled with barbed wire. The attack- 
ers were loaded upon transport* and 
set sail in the evening on their deeper 
ate enterprise. They had to carry to 
pounds weight and their work was to 
be done entirely with the bayonet. On 
the Setb of April they started from 
Mudroe and arrived in silence off the 
coast, where they were met three 
miles out by a British destroyer, which 
took the men on board at 4.45. The 
Australians bad to clime down a sway- 
ing rope ladder in the dark, laden 
down with ammunition and provisions, 
but everything went off without a 
bitch. On each aid* of the destroyer 
were row-boats, each holding sixty 
men, and pinnaces towed the boats in 
groups of five. ) 

The boats draw in to within sin hun- 
dred yard* of the shore, but the Turks

gave no sign of activity. Gradually 
the attackers approached to a distance 
of ope- hundred yards— still there was 
no hostile move. Then the boats 
grounded and the mon leaped out Into 
tho water. Instantly the shore woke 
to life, and a sleet of lead smashed 
men. and boats to pieces. The water 
was up to the necks of the landing 
party and the losses were fearful. Of 
the sixty men in Signaller Skeyklll'i 
boat, eighteen only won their way to 
the land. They met with barbed wire 
concealed under the surface of the 
water, but broke their why through It 
as If it bad been cotton thread. As 
s:on as they reached the beach, mines 
wore exploded beneath their feet and 
many were blown into the air. The 
Turks, thinking them annihilated, 
came down from the cliff and a ter 
rlble hand-to-hand tight , began. The 
Australians oharged with thé bayonet 
and drove the foe back; than, utterly 
exhausted, they threw themselves 
down and panted. The heights above 
were lined with Turks who kept Up 
a deadly fire upon the beach. Twenty 
thousand of the attackers were killed 
or wounded on a stretch of two miles 
of shore. ' ■ * ' 
■ Recovering, their breath, the "An 
zees" raised a shout and rushed at 
tho -cliff. They took the first lino of 
trenches and then went to the next 
As the supporta csme up they were 
knocked off their feet hy the bodies of 
the dead and wounded falling head- 
long, but nothing could stop them. 
Finally, a cheer went up— tho signal 
that the Allies had made good their 
landing on Oallipoll.- 

At five tho next evening the Turks 
launched a big counter attack, tana of 
thousands advancing is mass forma- 
tion. The Australians were short of 
ammunition, but the battleships came 
to the rescue, the big guns mowing 
them down in hundreds. The Turks 
wavered, and the "Aasacs," advancing, 
hurled them back In disorder. During 
the night the Turks kept crawling up 
on tha trenches, through the scrub, 
and Jumping on than. Altar four days 
of unsuccessful attacking, the enemy 
withdrew. Early to May the British 
French and Indians triad to connect 
with the -Australians at Ansae, hilt 
the attempt waa a failure. 

On Mohammedan Day the Turks 
made a great attempt to drive th.» Au»* 
tralianp back, but, unfortunately for 
them, this waa anticipated, and elabor- 
ate preparations for their arrival were 
made.
